In submitting this report to the tax payers of Hollis, we deem it 
our duty to say a few words in regard to the expenses and im- 
provements which have been made the past two years. We have 
expended for manure, $171,81, which has paid us more than dou- 
ble the cost. We have kept the past winter fourteen cows, being 
double the number kept two years ago, the other stock being the 
same in number, there being more hay than we shall use this win- 
ter. 

Since the present Superintendent, Mr. Wood, has been on the 
farm, its productions have nearly doubled what they were formerly. 
The farm has produced the past year about 700 baskets of corn, 80 
bushels of potatoes, 25 bushels of rye, and 200 bushels of oats. 
This improvement has ina great measure been accomplished by 
using the hay on the farm, and the untiring and praiseworthy ef- 
forts of Mr. Wood. For the management of an establishment like 
ours, but few, we believe, are better qualified to fill that station than 
‘Mr. and Mrs. Wood.
